Manchu “ Emperor,’’ and waited for the 
arrival of Chang Tso-lin, who took the 
fullest advantage of Feng’s startling coup. 
Chang Tso-lin invaded Chihli, Wu's 
stronghold, and secured control, first, of 
the railway from Mukden to Tientsin, and 
afterwards of the hne from Tientsin to 
‘the capital. Then he informed the 
Christian traitor that he proposed to dis- 
pense with his services, and consequently 
Feng retired post-haste from Peking, with- 
drawing his troops to the Western Hills, 
where he opened a vigorous recruiting 
campaign. Chang Tso-lin entered Peking, 
installed. Tuan Chi-jui, a notorious ally 
of Japah, as acting President of the 
‘Republic, and then went back te Tientsin, 
where he now is waiting to be attacked 
either by Feng or by Wu Pei-fu. 

- Wu Pei-fu is biding his time. Com- 
long run, he will repeat his victory of 
1922, and that, if China ever is united, 
she will be united under his banner.

MOZART’S MASS IN C MINOR. 


Most musicians agree that .Mozart is the 
most ye? 3 of all composers. There are a 
fineness of detail and a transparent beauty 
in all that he has written that call for the 
most sensitive feeling. The‘ big works main- 
tain this essential quality of fineness through- 
out their most massive effects, and nowhere 
is it moe marked than in Mozart's church 
music. The grand “Mass in C Minor,” 
which was given by the University of Dublin 
Choral Society yesterday afternoon in the 
Examination , Trinity College, is, if we 
except the “ Requiem,’’ the greatest of his 
sacred compositions. 

Jahn of the “ wondrous thrill” of 
the five-part “ Gratias’’ and ths, Mepeees 
“Qui Tollis”* of this Mass. Dr. Hewson 
made of them. outstanding features of the

Much concern is expressed in diplomatic 
circles here at the possibility that the 
United States may grant better terms to 
France than were given to Great. Britain 
in the matter of t settlement.

Liberal Dissension.

One of the heads of the organisation with 
whom I discussed the matter yesterday 
declared that all the temperance societies are 
dissatisfied with Mr. O’Higgins’s Liquor Bill, 
as it now stands, for four important reasons 
One was because thete was no provision for 
the drastic reduction of the number of licensed 
houses in the Irish Free State; the second 
because it offered no satisfactory settlemen* 
of “that farcical humbug, the bona fide 
business ” ; thirdly—and this was one of the 
main objections to the Bill—because it did 
not deal in a sufficiently drastic manner with 
clubs; and, lastly, because mixed trading will 
be allowed to continue as a result of the 
deletion of the ‘‘ structural separation’ 


clause, 
“A WAITING - POLICY.” 

Asked if ‘steps would be taken in the 
immediate future. to have the original text of 
the Liquor. Bill made the subject of a 
referendum, my informant replied: ‘‘ We are 
merely adopting a waiting policy. For the 
moment we will not put our cards on the 
table, as, for one thing, we are watching for 
the appointment of the Commission promised 
by the Minister for Justice. If that Commis- 
sion is going to sit without undue delay, we 
may hold back for a time; but if the Com- 
mission proves to represent nothing more than 
a promise, then you can rely on it that we will 
take the matter a step further, and insist that 
a real measure of temperance reform is sub- 
mitted to a referendum of the people. We 
have the strength behind. us to do that.” 

The first suggestion of a referendum in re- 
gard to the pro 
it may be recalled, from the Rev. Dr. Coffey, 
President of Maynooth College. Addressing a 
meeting of members of the Pioneer Total 
Abstinence Association, in June fast, he de- 
clared that if, in the matter of liquor legis- 
lation, the Government did not comply with 
the wishes of the people, the people could 
demand that the question should be decided 
by referendum. 
had that suggestion in mind, when, about the 
same time, he warned the Dail that if, year 
after year, measures of reasonable reform were 
shouted and voted down, the time might come 
when far more drastic and comprehensive 
measures of reform would be effected by a 
referendum of the people. 

THE SENATE’S ACTION. 

An interesting development is provided by 
the action of the Senate last week, in restor- 
ing to the bill the structural separation. clause 
which was deleted by the Dail. This Clause 
12—perhaps the most controversial in, the bill 
—makes it obligatory on licence holders to 
make such alterations in their premises as will 
secure that drink and groceries are not sold 
at the same counter. Mr. O'Higgins men- 
tioned that the Dail would hardly be disposed 
to approve the restoration of the provision, 
and remarked that the probable effect of the 
«Senate’s amendment would be that the bill 
would be “hung up” for nine months. 

If the Dail declines to accept the amend- 
ment, the Oireachtas may be faced with a 
situation as difficult. as that presented by the 
temporary deadlock on the Fisheries Bill. The 
Licensing Bill would be “held wtp” 
for 270 days—that is. if the Senate 
should persist in its amendment— 
after the expiration of which ‘period the 
bill would be deemed to have passed both 
Houses of the Oireachtas. The Senate then 
would have another course open to it, as 
the weapon of the referendum could be also 
conveniently wielded by the temperance 
organisations. 

nder Article 52 of the Constitution, any 
bill deemed to have been passed by both 
Houses can be suspended for a period ‘of 
ninety days on the written demand of two- 
fifths of the members of the Dail, ‘‘ or if 
a majority of the members of Seanad 
Eireann presented to the President of the 
Executive Council, not later than seven days 
from the day on which such bill shall have 
been so passed, or deemed to have been so 
passed.” 

It is worth while quoting the remainder 
of the Article: ‘Such a bill shall, in 
accordance with regulations to be made by 
the Oireachtas, be submitted by referendum 
to the decision of the people, if demanded 
before the expiration of the ninety days, 
either by a resolution of Seanad Eireann 
assented to by three-fifths of the members of 
Seanad Eireann, or by a petition signed by 
not less than one-twentieth of the voters 
then on the register of voters, and the de-

GLASGOW: MAN’S DREAM. 


Many of the occupants of the Queen’s 
Hotel, Belfast, where a fire occurred early 
yesterday morning, had narrow escapes.
